but the blood and iron policy has not in this 
case been Prussian or German. 
In plain lan- 


guage, the situation is new. 
Arcrsailles is tri- 


umphant. 
President Thiers, to all outward 


seeming is master of the situation. 
But can 


we, looking at all the facts of the case, say 
that France has got to the end of her troubles ? 
Would that we could! 


It is clear, -we think, that the Commune is 


killed, and that in the reconstruction of France 
the sympathizers with the C.raiaumo will exer- 
cise no appreciable influence. 
Tii-blly or 


wrongly 
the Commune is identified to-day 


with the republican cause in France, and", 
indeed, all over Europe. 
It, has always 


been our opinion, and we have not iinfre- 
quently expressed it—that the red republicans 
of Europe, in the intensity of thair zeal, were 
ruining their own cause. 
The doings of the 


Commune have justified out- harshest judg- 
ments. 
Paris rejoices to be rid of them, and 


Brussels will not afford them shelter. 
We 


think it wrong that the re-publican cause should 
be identified with the vagabondism of the 
times; but facts being what ih,y are we must 
allow them to take their place and to exercise 
their intiuence. 


Our cable despatches of this morning show 


that Francs, with the fall of the Commune, 
finds herself in a fresh muss. 
The Paris press 


speaks out, but it speaks out with u tone ijo 
uncertain that no one knows -what to make of 
it. 
"We are told that (he troops of the Ver- 


sailles Assembly are not so popular since they 
entered Paris. 
Some of the papers express 


themselves favorable to a continued existence 
of the republic; others are either ominously 
silent or suggestively evasive.

manded a plebiscite. 
All things considered, it 


roust be admitted France is placed on the 
horns of a new dilemma. 


The republic, tha Bourbons, the Bona- 


partes—these three divide France; and the 
question now before tlie world is, which is to 
win ? There is much to be said in favor of 
the empire. 
It is associated with all the 


glories of the First Napoleon. 
It gave France 


pride and prosperity under the Third Napoleon 
for twenty years. It more than the monarchy 
eo-called has a hold on the small rural pro- 
prietors. 
It has killed the Commune and 


restored France to herself. 
MacHahon, who 


holds Paris, and Cisaey, who is Minister of 
War, art both Bonapartists; at any rate, they 
were warm supporters of the empire not many 
months ago, and naither has given any sign 
that he has abandoned Napoleon. All accounts 
agree

imperialists. 
The

The horrors of the first great 
Revolution can hardly be laid to their charge. 
The sorrows and the painful humiliation of 
1S14 and 1S15 they have never been asked to 
father; 
and these latter agonies they can 


with, good reason attribute to other sources. 
Moreover, they are no longer divided. The

Bourbons, 
while it 
simplifies 
the situ- 


ation, 
mightily 
augments 
their 
power 


and 
multiplies 
their 
chances. 
It 
is 


known that some two-thirds of the original 
Versailles Assembly were monarchical—that is, 
in favor of the restoration of the monarchy, 
either in the interest of the older or younger 
branch of the Bourbons. 
The folly of the 


Commnne has largely increased the Bourbon 
majority. In addition to all this, President 
Thiers, ia spite of all his protestations to the 
contrary, is at heart an Orleanist. The Bour- 
bon cause is mightily strengthened by the fact 
that the Count de Paris might at any moment, 
by the consent of the Count de Chambord, be'- 
come the chief of the entire Bourbon family. 
It is the opinion of many persons who are well 
informed on this subject that the Count de 
Chambord wishes only to have his claims re- 
cognized ; and that there is an understanding 
that so soon as these claims are formally ad- 
mitted he will resign in the interest of tbe 
Count de Paris, thus making an end of all 
trouble so far as his family is concerned. 
Having no family, he is not consumed by per- 
sonal ambition; but whatever he may do 
with his own, he wishes his right to be 
recognized. With 
the understanding that 


Henry the Fifth will not occupy the throne, ig 
it the intention of M. Thiers to push his claims 
in the interest of the House of Orleans, and 
particularly in the interest of the Count de 
Paris? 


Plain it is lo us that the next great struggle 


in France (we hope it may be bloodless) is to 
be between the Bourbons and the Bonapart- 
ists. It is no matter of ours whether France 
decides to be ruled by a descendant of the 
Little Corporal or by the heir of Hugh Capet. 
One or the other will please ns. The Count 
de Chambord, the Gouat de Paris, Louis 
Napoleon or his son—any one will do so far 
as we are concerned. It will not surprise us, 
however, if the republicans find their oppor- 
tunity as a middle party and come into power. 
There is no good reason why they should not. 
There is every reason why they should. A 
moderate republic would be a compromise be* 
tween Bourhonism and Bonapartism. Imperi- 
alists would never rest satisfied while a Bour- 
bon sat upon the throne of France;-legitimists 
and Orleanists would jjersistently aaitate if 


Napoleon were recalled to "save society "a 
second time. 
Thus, while we admit tint either 


the empire or the kingdom would maintain 
tranquillity in France so far as revolutionary 
uprisings are concerned, we are of opinion that 
the republic, ruled by moderate men, would lie 
the best. 
In any case, if France can find a 


government which will give her peace r.t home 
she may be relied upon to keep the peace for 
at least another quarter of a century. Let us 
hope that the interval will make war less possi- 
ble than crcr among the civilized Powers.

returns, whic'i are now rcquir.-d by each State, 
and consequently great labor and attendant 
expenses will be saved.

THE TREATY OF WASHMG 


Federation ol 
tlie

From the debate in the Houss of Lords, 


England, on the 19th ultimo, on the federa- 
tion of the West Indian Islands, we see the 
whole spirit of the policy of the British, gov- 
ernment in this hemisphere. The proposition 
originally was to bring the Laeward Islands 
under one confederation, but there was in- 
serted in the bill for this purpose a clause 
empowering the Crown to add the Windward 
Islands. The Earl of Carnarvon said he 
trusted that the measure was the germ of a still 
larger confederation. 
By this he meant, 


probably, the ultimate union of all the Ameri- 
can possessions of Great Britain. The speak- 
ers in this debate spoke in glowing terms of 
the advantages to British commerce of this 
policy; but in reality all these schemes of con- 
federation have an object more far-reaching 
than appears on the surface. The aristocratic 
governing class and monarchy of England 
are intent in creating a counterpoise in 
America to republican ideas and republican 
institutions, just as the Emperor Napoleon was 
when he created the empire of Maximilian in 
Mexico. And the gist of the treaty lately 
made with the TJaited States may be found ia 
the provisions which tie the hands of this re- 
public in the future and strengthen the hold of 
England upon her American colonies. The 
public men of Great "Britain are far-seeing 
statesmen, and lay down a policy to operate 
in the distant future, while ours are mere 
children in comparison. 
Our public men do 


not look to the future, and often do not know 
what is to the present advantage of the repub- 
lic. We throw up our hats and hurrah like 
silly boys over the seeming condescension 
of John Bull, while we are really being over- 
reached and while the cool and astute English- 
men smile complacently at our simplicity. The 
next step, probably, will be the erection of a 
monarchy on our border, with one of the nu- 
merous Guelph family for king; and this, in 
time, may inspire our shoddy citizens and the 
radicals, who are for the most part monarch- 
ists at heart, with a desire to be like the other 
nations and have a king to rule over them.

The Commune has never had 
any otuer programme than that of buifdmjr up a re- 
public In France, bis«u upon justice aad morality. 
It lias claimed, with an energy and courage which 
one day will be admired, complete municipal inm- 
flhlse for Its city, and consequently for otlicr cities.

Tuc Koverumem sent ajceuts out there, and 
sent soldiers there ami drives the Ariipahoes out, 
and he did not want to liiiut; but if he tola \VuMuii£- 
ton about it they would do what was rij;lit. Up to 
that time lie and his people lived well enmigh.

He saw tue Com- 
mission at "Washington autl tliey tola ulm that lie 
was tfoing to have it ilxed up. but tliat tie haa heard 
that so loug he believed U was a lie. jLaugliter.) The 
Commissioner, told liim that ifihe went to the largo 
towns and would valt to the people the people 
would treat nun kindly, and it had been so; and lie 
thinks tuat in tills cose the Commissioner talked 
straight. What he wished was for the white people 
to stoi> toe soldiers froai killing tiic Indians. Since 
ue liaa becu acre he had neard that some of tlie 
tribe had been killed. The Indians were on the land, 
and they could not help beiug there.

31 K. W. E. HODGE 
said tbat he had mec these Indians in their own 
country, and before speaking they always went 
round and shook nands with him. (.Mr. Dodge taen 
shook, hands wltb. each Indian.) 
He then said,

Indiana, He Had seen tnese 
sons 
of the forest in tneir Home. The Indians Uad told 
tlie audience a simple story, nut it was the story of 
two hundred years ago. Kver since the Jamling of 
our ancestors 011 tue Plymouth Kocfc the Indians 
has bad the same tale to tell. It was not too late 
ior the nation to do something for the liltle tribe of 
Indians that were left. Where were the JMouawKs 
and the &ix .Nations of this Sffite, whom Mr. 
Cooper remembered in his youth-1 
They were 
all swept away. By far tue larger portion of the 
land which the great American people boasted was 
now- tljeirewas once the grouna of the noble sous 
01 the forest. The poor Indian was driven lutlier 
and thither by the railroads, looking for a place on 
which to place His foot. Tlie nation had promised 
to do this and tliat Tor tnem, yet many of these 
promises remained tmfuIUlled to this dav. 
Tlie 
military experience of General Grant had taught him 
that something ought to be done to save a remnant 
of these Indians. The policy of the present admin- 
istration, U it can be carried out, will be to place 
Tne Indians on their reservations and educate and 
train them to walk in the wliite mau:s path. It nail 
been settled Uy tlie Indians just out of Kansas that 
they could adopt civiiizeu uabits. 
What was now 


wanted was to put the Indians on tliese reserva- 
tions 
ana 
spend 
a 
little 
of 
the 
money 
that 
had 
been 
spent 
in 
butchering 
them 
to educate, elevate anJ Christianize them. The 
great ol>jecL of the friend of the Indians was to 
let the people see them at public meetings and see 
that; the Indians could be civilized.

These In- 
dians were looking to tlie wtiitc men to save tnem 
from extermination ami to teac-n mem Clirlsilaauy.

The war breaking out at Hie 
close or the session/he otl'ered las services to the 
government and was commissioned colonel of tlie 
Fiueemn reuirnem or New VorK volunteer infantry 
and served in Virginia with It lor nearly two years, 
dnriut'which time lie participated in the several 
campaigns, especially iu the memorable one on the 
Peninsula, ami remained -with tne Army ot the 
I'otomac until alter ttio battle 01 FrederieKsburs, 
iu December, I"6-- finding ilr. Lincoln, willing to 
restore him to tlie naval service, Colonel Murphy tle- 
cnued a brigadier generalship and in January, 1803, 
accepted a provisional appointment, as lieutenant in 
tne navy. He was ordered to report to Admiral 
1'oote for the mirpose of recruiting men for service 
with the Mississippi squadron, and In two woets en- 
listed 450 sailors, with whom he was ordered to join 
Admiral Porter, which ho did. Iu March he was as- 
signed to the command of the iron-clad Carondelet, 
and participated, in all the naval operations until 
March, 1864, when, being in leeble health, he re- 
signed and retired to nrlvate life. 
Mr. Murpny 
subsequently paid another visit to the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec, explored tue ranee* of Texila. 
mountains and traced ont the mineral zone wnicn 
Included the petroleum springs of tne Isthmus. In 
July He returned to tue United States, but in April, 
186U, he again visited Tehuantepec, aud was cm- 
ploved In developing the railroad and'telegraph, 
lines between the ciull'of Mexico ana the Pacific 
Ocean. This worK occupied luot until May, 1S67, 
when he came baclc to Aew YorK, and In August of 
the same .year was nominated and confirmed as 
United States Consul at Tabasco, but declined the 
appointment. From ttiat time to his death he re- 
mained in New York, variously occupied in literary 
and engineering pursuits. 
Personally Mr. Hurpliy "was a most estimable 
gentleman. Kind hearted, charitable and hospitable.

General Daamas. 


General Melcnlor Joseph Eugene Daumas died re- 


cently at ins home at Camblanes, near Bordeaux, 
France, aged sixty-nine. He greatly distinguished 
himself in the former wars in Algeno ana especially 
in the battles against Abdel Kader. He at one time 
fllied the port of Director lor Algerian Affairs m the 
French War Ofllce, and was, as a reward for Ins 
service, appointed Senator by the Emperor Napo- 
leon. The chief merits of General Dauinas did not 
consist In his military, but iu Ills literary achieve- 
ments, lie had a whole library on Algeria, its In- 
habitants, &c., and several of his worts have been 
translated into German and Spanish. In sporting 
and agricultural circles he was looked up to as au 
authority on account or the boot he wrote on Ara- 
bian horse breeding.

Water- 
house, superintendent of. the hotel, whose attention 
was called to deceased by the maid, and T, "W. 
Fisher, M. D., who examined the body, were sworn 
before tne Coroner, but uieir testimony in every 
•essential particular corroborated the lacts embraced 
in the previous report. 
A long, well written and interesting letter, left 
by deceased, andsnddressed, "To My Friends," waa 
read 10 the jury, and went to show that pecuniary 
embarrassment was the cause which prompted him 
to terminate a miserable existence. 
From the tone of his letter Mr. Hathaway seemed 


to be snlfering irom 


DEEP REMORSE 
at his Inability to move In the same circle of society 
tuat ne had done formerly, and was impressed witu 
the idea that he nad been or would be shunned bj; 
Jus old friends of former years. 
He spoke in
